BATTLEPLANE DEADLY 


With the !Freneh Armies, June 19.— 
Adjutant Madon of the French army 
aviation has Just received a new ci- 
tation to the order of the day before 
the French iannies for what might be 
termed the first hand-to-hand battle 
between an aeroplane and infantry.

HORRORS OF CONFLICT. 


MANY BADLY WOUNDED 


Underfed and Frail With Nerves Shat- 


tered by Shell Shock, Efforts Are 


Made to Nurse Them Back 


to Health.

Behind the British Lines in France, 
June 1, (Correspondence of the A. P.) 
The French children found in the vil- 
lages of Northern France evacuated 
by the 
Germans under 
pressure of 
British and 
French 
offensives, pre- 
sent a picture of modern warfare as 
characteristic as the 
Sonvme forest, 
shattered and broken by months of 
shell flre. Mayn 
of these children 
are orphans, 
without 
home or rela- 
tives. Many 
have 
been grieviously 
wounded. 
Most of them suffer from 


a peculiar specie of shell shock which 
afflicts them generally with a sort of 
tremor not unlike St. Vltus dance. 


Underfed and Frail. 
They have had life and death hor- 


rors, human and inhuman, revealed 
to them in guises so terrible that they 
will never be quite normal again. All 
are underfed and frail from confine- 
ment in 
cellars. 
Cut off suddenly 


from relatives and friends,, perhaps 
two years ago, they have continued to 
live within a few hundred yards of 
the front lines listening always to 
the thud of shells and the crash of 
explosives, until their Idea of heaven 
is "a place that is very quiet." 
The condition of peasant men and 
women who have been living under 
tie 
shadow 
of invaderis, 
through 
these long 
months and 
years has 
been bad enough but the condition of 
half starved, wounded and mentally 
deranged little children has been far 
worse. 
All the 
children were col- 
lected and shepherded by the first en- 
tente troops into the newly occupied 
areas. 
Given Rest and Quiet. 


Everything that 
can be 
done to 
cure and care for them is now being 
done, constituting one of the most im- 
portant 
immediate 
tasks 
of 
the 
French committees 
on 
reconstruc- 
tion. 
The first step was to remove 
them well 
behind the 
front areas. 
Those who were orphans, were taken 
far away from the sight and sound of 
shells, many of them to the south of 
France. 
The 
mildest 
cases 
were 
there put 
under the 
care of farm 
mothers. 
The 
more 
serious cases 
must of course, be kept under close 
medical supervision in special insti- 
tutions. 
Children who were not or- 
phans were not usually taken away 
From the district. Mothers or grand- 
mothers could not bear to part with 
them altogether so they were placed 
in farms nearby where it is possible 
for parents to visit them frequently. 


Many Are Wounded. 


One French organization has a hos- 
pital with four hundred child patients, 
all under twelve years of age. 
Most 
of them 
are 
wounded. 
Some have 
lost legs or arms, others their sight, 
others are suffering from brain fever, 
or a puzzling anemia under 
which 
they waste away rapidly. 
"They are the victims of the ruth- 
lessness of modern warfare," said the 
head 
of the 
hospital, 
a 
French 
woman ^rearing the uniform of the 
French red cross. "There is no bet- 
ter argument against war than to see 
these mutilated little 
victims, who 
will never play or enjoy life as other 
children do. They are mere shadows 
of childhood. It is difficult to make 
them talk and they tremble and start 
at any noise or sudden movement. 
Women are always gentle with chil- 
dren, but with these children we need 
a secial gentleness as if we were hand- 
ling something more fragile than the 
most delicate china." 


Dumb Lad Recovers. 
One of the patients, a five -year old 
boy who had been rendered dumb 
from shell shock showed no improve, 
inent until after he had been in the 
hospital for seven weeks. Then one 
day he opened his eyes after a long 
sleep and said with a twisted smile to 
the nureo: "It is very— quiet here—I 
—like—it." 
Cases 
like that 
encourage 
the 
nurses. But there are many sadder 
cases—child patients whose wounds 
must inevitably prove fatal, patients 
who despite every effort, grow steadi- 
ly weaker, patients who are gradually 
losing their reason, and whom noth- 
ing can. save. 


Without the $100,000,000 for which 
it is now 
campaigning, 
the 
Red 
Cross is powerless. Without the Red 
Cross, the army cannot flght. With- 
out the army the allies cannot win, 
aad upon the world will be forced the 
dominating autocracy of the Kaiser. 
Janesville's part in the cycle is to 
give $14,000. Every 
citizen 
will be 
solicited. 
Everyone should give. 
"Know your enemy," declared Dr. 
Donald D. MacLauren before a dinner 
of Red Cross workers last evening at 
the Y. M. C. A. "We Americans must 
realize what German domination is; 
what the principles upon which the 
Kaiser bases 
his 
aggressions are. 
Note these blasphemies uttered'' by 
that man with all his tremendous in- 
solence; these ideals which will dom- 
inate us if the allies do not win: 
" 'The spirit of God has descended 
on me because I am German emperor. 
I am the instrument 
of 
the 
Most 
High. 
I am His sword, His repre- 
sentative on earth. 
Woe and death 
to those who oppose my will. Death 
to the infidel who denies my mission. 
Let all the enemies of the German 
nation perish. 
God demands their 
destruction—God, who by my mouth 
summoned you to carry out his de- 
crees.' 


"And 
again: 
" 'I represent 
monarchy 
by 
the 
Grace of God; only one is master in 
the empire, and I am that one. 
T will 
tolerate no other. You must all have 
one will, and that is my will; there is 
only" one law, and that is my law.' 


"And 
is this Christianity or pagan- 
ism which stareg us in the face? 
" 'The civilization of mankind suf- 
fers every time a German becomes an 
American. We are intellectually and 
morally superior beyond all compari- 
sons. 
We must fight with Russian 
beasts, English mercenaries, and Bel- 
gian fanatics. 
VSe have nothing to 
apologize for. It is of no consequence 
whatever if all the buildings erected 
by the great architects of the world 
be destroyed, all the monuments e-ver 
created, all the pictures ever painted, 
be 
destroyed. 
The 
ugliest 
stone 
placed to mark the burial place of a 
German grenadier is a more glorious 
monument than all the cathedrals of 
Europe put together. 
"'They call us barbarians? What of 
it? 
The German claim must be edu- 
cation to hate . . organization to hate 
. . . education to the desire for hatred. 
Let us abolish unripe and false shame. 
To us is given faith, hope and hatred, 
but 
hatred 
is 
the greatest among 
them.'"
